LABOUR CONCERN AT 
NAZI REVIVAL 


Branch Resolutions 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Resolutions expressing concern at 
the revival of Nazism in Germany and 
satisfaction at the progress made by 
the State of Israel will be considered 
by the Labour Party at its $2nd annual 
conference, to. be held at Margate in 
September. 

At least three north country branches 
will deplore the rearming of Germany 
and call on the conference to declare its 
alarm at the revival of. militarism and 
Nazism in that country.. The policy of 
hastily pushing Germany Into. a 
programme of rearmament, one resolu- 
tion says, is giving new sirength to the 
forces. of reaction and endangering he 
future of political and social democracy 
in Europe. Opposition is also voiced to 
the re-creation of the Wehrmacht, 

A resolution: submitted by the Jewish 
Socialist Labour Party (Poale. Zion) 
expresses deep satisfaction with the great 
constructive development of Israel and 
welcomes the stand taken by the Parhia- 
mentary Labour Party against the supply 
of jet aircraft to certain Middle Eastern 
countries while there is no peace settle- 
ment between Israel and the Arab States. 

The conference will be asked to state 
that, in any arrangements with Egypt. 
the wider interests of the region as a 
whole. including the security and welfare 
of Israel, must be taken into full account, 
The resolution calls on the Arab rulers 


to reach a settlement with Israel through 


direct talks and urges the British Govern- 
ment to use its long-standing friendship 
with Jordan to achieve a better under- 
standing between that country and Israel. 


ISRAELI PROTEST AT 
WHEAT CONFERENCE 


An Egyptian delegate was elected a 
member of the Council of the Inter- 
national Wheat Conference held in 
London this week, The election fol- 
lowed a protest by the Israeli delegate. 

Mr. €... Margalit, Economic = and 
Financial Counsellor at the . Israel 
Embassy in London, pormted out that 
Israel was fully in agreement with the 
noble aims of the organisation, the peace- 
ful co-operation of all nations to provide 
bread for everyone in the world. The 
Egyptian delegate, who was being: pro- 
posed for election to the Executive Com- 
mittee, had told him that when serving 
on the committee he would work tmpar- 
tially in the best interest of all countries 
including Israel. 


In. view, however, of the fact that 
Egypt had obstructed the passage of 
essential food suprlies to Israel this 


declaration was not satisfactory, said Mr. 


Margalit. He felt that any country which 
followed policy of boycott against 
fellow-members. was. not eligible’ for 


membership of the Council 

The Council approved an application 
for:an increase in Israel's wheat purchases 
of 10,000 metric tons Isracl has guaran- 
teed to buy 225,000 metric fons.

YIDDISH WRITER TO 
SETTLE IN HAIFA 


Mayor's Invitation 
By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


Mr. Leo Koenig, the Yiddish writer, 
who has lived in London for 40 years. 
is to settle in Haifa. He is one of five 
authors (the other four being Hebrew 
writers) who are to hve on Mount 
Carmel under a scheme proposed by 
the Mayor of Haifa, Mr. Aba Hushi, 
who is planning to make the city 
a centre of Jewish art and culture. 

The. Mayor is..anxious that a large 
number of Jewish writers should settle 
in Haifa and, as an inducement, he has 
offered several flats to. them, one. of 
which ts being given to Mr. Koenig. It 
is imteresting that. in a. country where 
Hebrew is the dominant language. this 
“ device’ should have been used by an 
enterprising Mayor. to bring. from Lon- 
don a Yiddish ‘writer who. has. made his 
mark in. Europe and America his 
books and by- his contributions to leading 
Jewish newspapers on various aspects 
of Jewish life, social and political, as 
well as on art. 

Mr. Koenig went to. Israel on a tem- 
porary visit Jast vear to renew acquain- 
lance with the country he Knew. many 
years before when he went there as a 
student at the Bezalel.

Unpleasant Dilemma 


Major Legge-Bourke went on to 
describe the “ very unpleasant dilemma ” 
which would then face Britain. ** On the 
one hand,’ he said, “we were guaran- 
teeing the frontiers of Israel, jointly with 
other. Powers, and, on the other hand. 
we had a treaty of alliance with Jordan,” 
If that situation arose Britain might find 
itself in the position of having to abandon 
Israel, break its treaty with Jordan, or 
sit on the fence. 

* If we sit on the fence,” he declared, 
“we should have a conflagration in the 
Middle East which would get out of 
control and result in a terrible - joss of 
life. Therefore, what we must avoid is 
any hkelthood of.the Egyptian Army ever 
again invading Isracl.” 

He believed that one way of over 
coming the difficulty without losing. face 
or endangering British interests would be 
to move the combat troops in the bas, 
or a sufficient quantity of them, to main- 
tain law and order. somewhere ¢ise in the 
Middle East, 

After saying he had always believed 
that Israel] must inevitably be of immense 
strategic importance to Britain, Major 
Legge-Bourke went on: *“ We might be 
able to do something that Israel very 
badly wants us to do, something which 
would avoid making Britain's relations 
with the Arab States even -worse than 
they are at the moment, something which 
would maintain. our strengih in the 
Middle East, and, at the same. time, 
would keep a bastion in that area against 
possible aggression by the Soviet.

YIDDISH THEATRE 
IN THE U.S.A. 


75th Anniversary 


From our Own Correspondent 

New YORK 
A celebration, marking. the 75th 
anniversary of the establishment of the 
Yiddish Theatre in America, was 
recently held at New York's Second 
Avenue Theatre, and as a result nearly 
$250.000 worth of Israeli bonds were 
sold. Leading artists of the English 
and Yiddish stage took part in the 
celebration, which was held under the 
joint auspices of the Hebrew Actors’ 
Union and the State of Israel Bonds. 
Irving Grossman and Nathan Gold- 
berg, President and Vice-President res- 


pectively of the Hebrew Actors’ 
Union. said that the scene of the 
celebration, the Second Avenue 


Theatre, was just round the corner: 


from the site of the old Turn Hall, 
Fourth. Street, where the Yiddish 
Theatre. made its start. 

The production which launched the first 
professional Yiddish: company in the 
United States was Kolddunya (The 
Witch), by Abraham Goldfaden;* father ” 
of the Yiddish theatre, and the players, 
many of them members ‘of the Gold- 


faden’s original Bucharest company, were, 
headed by Boris Thomashefsky -in_ the 


title role; for because of the scarcity of 
women in this and in subsequent Yiddish 
companies, Thomashefsky often 
female ‘roles, 


Muscular Theatricality 


Thomashefsky became in turn author, 
director, and producer of many. of his 
shows. He later brought to the Yiddish 
Stage a number of young European Jewish 
actors, such as Jacob Ben Ami, Lazar 
Fried; Rudolph Schildkraut, and Samuel 
Goldenberg. Though he was often guilty 
of unrestrained *“ muscular ”’ theatricality 
—a sin which even to-day is characterised 
as doing a Thomashefsky "—the young 
actor-writer-director-producer achieved 
considerable. success. Discerning non- 
Yiddish writers. notably Lincoln Steffens, 
and James Gibbons Huneker, were 
impressed by the quality of the plays and 
the merit of the actors. 

The acclaim accorded Thomashefsky’s 
first. production encouraged) Sigmund 
Mogulescu, another. member of Gold- 
faden’s Rumanian company, to come to 
New York. A. bnilhiant comedian, 
Mogulescu starred in. his. own presenta- 
tion of ** Bluebeard’ and scored a per- 
sonal triumph.

Foremost Yiddish actors 
in Europe brought their companies to 
New. York, among them Jacob P. Adler.

From London to New York 


David Kessler came from London and 
opened his own theatre on the site of the 
present ** Second Avenue.’ He was fol- 
lowed by Maurice Moscovitch, already a 
star on the British stage: Sarah Adler, 
who shared the limelight with her hus- 
band, Jacob; Bertha Kalich, an accom- 
plished arust who was an early performer 
of the “one-woman. show”: and 
Rudolph schildk raut, whose appearance 
as the star of “ God of Vengeance,” by 
Sholem Asch, established him as a player 
of the first magnitude. His son, Joseph 
Schildkraut, has played leading: réles on 
Broadway and in films. Rudolph himself 
appeared in some of Cecil B. De Mille’s 
spectacular shows, including King of 
Kings.” 

Ossip Dymov. was. in the first rank of 
Yiddish playwrights, atong with Jacob 
Gordin, Sholem Asch. Peretz Hirschbein, 
I. L. Peretz, and David Pinski. These 
writers and others fashioned a variety of 
theatrical fare. Musical comedies became 
popular and produced a unique kind of 
lyric, kuplehten (couplets). 

In 1921, a young actor named Maurice 
Schwartz organised his own company, 
the Yiddish Art Theatre. He rounded up a 
group of serious young men and women, 
including .Paul. Muni (then known as 
Muni. Weisenfreunde): Jacob Ben Ami: 
Joseph (who was in Broadway's

“JEWS AND LIGHT MUSIC

HE contribution of Jews 
to music, whether as com- 
posers or intérpreters, is well

women who, on account of religious scruples, 
do not serve with the Israeli Army as-is 
normally required by the country’s. law. 
Israel is a small country which would not 
have survived if not for the valour of its 
people in defending themselves against 
invading armies, and unfortunately it is not 
yet able to say that it has secured peace with 
its neighbours. Even though this is essentially 
a domestic issue, it is possible for the spectator 
to sympathise with Israel’s decision to con- 
scribe unmarried women between 18 and 26, 
as well as men, into its National Services. 
Women whose religious standpoint prevented 
them from serving in the Armed Forces were 
exempted, and for some time the Govern- 
ment has sought to modify the law. by 
requiring those who are exempted to do a 
substituted form of. national  service—e.g., 
in the immigrant camps, medical or social 
welfare institutions, or collective settlements. 
In the discussions which preceded the intro- 
duction of the Bill religious scruples appeared 
to have been safeguarded and’ the Orthodox 
members of the Cabinet seemed to have 
been satisfied. 


The extremism of one section of Ortho- 
doxy {among whose members are many 
hostile to the “secular” State Israel), 
uniting. with political opposition to Mr. BEN- 
GURION’S Government, would appear to lie 
at the root of the present agitation, and, 
with the cause of Orthodoxy thus invoked, 
a number of religious leaders outside have 
been persuaded. to lend their names to the 
protests. 
which our own CHIEF RABBI sent to Jeru- 
salem, from which, as from. similar state- 
ments made by other rabbis, it appears that 
the conscription of women in any form is 
conceived to be contrary to Jewish religious 
law. The authority for this, however, does 
not yet seem to have been quoted in detail. 


There is little doubt that much of the 
present opposition comes from elements 
which, in Israel, still have as their. back- 
ground habits and conditions of medieval or 
ghetto life, in which the women are kept 
very much in the home, guarded from what 
are considered the threats and evils of- an 
emancipated life. Israeli society in general, 
however, is not based on that model. Israel's 
political apparatus is secular; women are 
emancipated, and are expected to assume the 
responsibilities, as they expect to enjoy. the 
priviteges, of full citizenship. No one, we 
imagine, would be happier than the Israelis 
themselves to avoid, if they could, the con- 
scription of all women. One ts left with the 
impression that Jewish religious law is being 
exploited to promote a_ political battle. 
Whether.it-.4s. wise for to 
pursue this battle at this particular moment, 
involving another possible threat of a Cabinet 
split at a time when there are such pressing 
matters claiming attention at home and 
abroad, will be a test of his statesmanship. 
The Israeli Government should not overlook 
the fact that one does not have to agree with 
a conscientious objector’s views in order to 
grant him or her such concessions as may be 
necessary to safeguard Human Rights as they 
are understood in civilised society.

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WITHDRAWAL CLASSES 

He Report of its Education Committee, 
which was presented to the Board ol 
Deputies last Sunday by the Committee's 
energetic Chairman, Mrs. BARNETI JANNER, 
}.P.. raised an issue of considerable impor- 
tance for Jewish parents and children. 
Under the provisions of the Education Act, 
Jewish children. can be withdrawn from 
school assembly. and classes during periods 
of Christian. religious. instruction. “Some 
months ago the Deputies instituted a survey 
to ascertain what advantage was being taken 
of these provisions, and also to inquire what 
alternative arrangements were being made 
for Jewish religious instruction during these 
periods. The report which has now been 
presented makes disconcerting reading. It 
appears that a great many parents do not 
trouble to exercise the right of withdrawing 
their children from Christian prayer and 
instruction. From one area, for example, it 
was reported that most parents prefer not to 
make their children conspicuous by. making 
them appear different from. other children. 
Again, it was mentioned that non-withdrawal 
was sometimes due to the fact that the 
parents themselves are not strictly practising 
Jews. Some parents, also, do not think it 
worth while to withdraw children tn cases 
where instruction is given—usually by a 
convineed Christian-—in the Old Testament. 
In all such instances, it seems to be the 
parents rather than the children who 
primarily need instruction in -their duty. 
For. those. children who are withdrawn, 
various schemes of Jewish instruction have 
beer devised, but-these are all too often of 
an improvised character. A certain number 
of withdrawal classes are organised by the 
Jewish educational authorities, but these 
cannot be provided for many small groups 
of Jewish children in scattered areas. Even 
in present conditions, there is a lack of 
funds and available teachers; and ‘when a 
greater number of Jewish parents are 
aroused to a sense of their religious responsi- 
bilities, still heavier demands will be made. 
Moreover, withdrawal classes are at best 
only a supplementary makeshift measure, 
and they can never be regarded as supplying 
the positive and. basic element in Jewish 
education.

charge the formal duties appertaining to a 
fraternal delegate. For this the caucus 
engine was put. into.gear- on Sunday, but 
failed to mde through. Speakers at the 
Board constantly referred to the need to 
Save unnecessary expense, but it was obvious 
also that members suspected that an attempt 
was being made, by a side-wind, as it were, 
to use the Board in the interests of another 
organisation.

AN OLD PROBLEM 


Discovery .of Ancient

Rabin’ must be congratu- 
lated on his acumen in. discovering 
that the ordér of the Biblical. passages 
in the tefillin found in the Murabba at 
Cave corresponds to that in 
refillin (in vour issue of July 17, page 
13). It is -—perplexing, however, that 
he should have projected his discovery, 
on to a totally distorted historical 
background. He states that ~ appar- 
Maimonides's -and. . Rashis 
opinion [contrary to that of R. Tam] 
corresponded to the general usage. ol 
the Middie Ages. and Rabbenu Tams 
effort at reform did not succeed.” As 
a matter “ fact. R.. Tam was not a 
reformer——Di. Rabin himself refers.to 
the Babylo ynian Geonim in this. con- 
nection—and the order of the passages 
in the tefiilin advocated by him was 
the accepted. general usage at. least in 
Babylonia, the South of. France. 
Moslem Spain, and North Africa, tong 
bet ore and after him. Even 
Maimonides’s own fefillin, while he 
still lived in Spain, were written in 
accordance’ with this usage. . The 
reform. of this usage was successfull 
effected by Maimonides himself, who 
became convinced during his stay in 
Feypt that the old Palestinian tradition 
requi red that the order of the passages 
in-the refillin should follow. the order 
in which thev-are written in the Torah: 

lt iS important to distinguish between 
the tefillin shel vad and: shel rosh. In 
the former, the orde of the passages 
followed the order of their succession in 
the Torah. even when a.divergent order 
was adopted for the shel. rosh. 
Maimonide Sstatemenis and the fefi/lin 
of Murabba’at show. that both orders are 
alike based on old Palestinian tradit LOnsS, 
The. different treatment accorded tothe 
tefillin shel-vad and the tefillin shei rosh 
in the so-called R. Tam usage: reflects ‘the 
divergency in the Palestiman ©custom 
self. 

I be disagree, too, with Dr; Rabin's 
conclusion. that the: Murabba‘at tefiilin

The death occurred on Monday, in. his 


8ist year. of Dr. Martin Wolff. who had 
a disGnguished career as an academic 
lawyer, and on whom in December last 
ihe honorary degree of Doctor of Civil 
Law was conferred at Oxford University. 

The Public Orator déscribed him as “ a 
shining light of the present centur y" 
who had pursued his study of the law 
with distinction in spite of all changes 
in historical circumstances and fortune. 
At Marburg, Bonn. and Berlin he had 
held professorships of law: and. it had 
been. ai his instance that the Plancke 
Institute was founded in Berlin. 

Dr. Wolff was head of the Institute 
but left. the country with the advent of 
the Nazi régime and came to Oxford as 
a refugee. 


THE LATE MR. BELLOC 


Hilaire Belloc, who died week 
in Guridford at the age of 82. frequently 
Showed himself much concerned with 
the Jewish problem. A book he wrote in 
1922. “The Jews,” went through four 
eduions. He wrote that the Jews were a 
separate nationality and should be treated 


as such and = segregated from. genera! 
society as they were in the medieval 
Church-State. In the 1937 edition he

HENRY THE SIXTH 


Su. Barry Jackson has brought the 
rarely played trilogy ‘Henry the Sixth, 


Paris 1, Hl, and Ul, from. Birmingham 
to London, and the performance. of the 
three parts in repertory on consecutive 
nights at the Old Vic. is an experience 
not. to be mussed. Rarely performed 
plays are. of course, usually poor plays, 
but Wis the particular genius of Douglas 
Seale, whose skill as a producer should 
now be generally recognised, that he has 
captured the theatricality — of 
Elizabethan melodrama. The. lighting, 
the setting, the use of incidental music, 
and the vigour of the movement all give 
an aat of excitement, and provide a 
coherent. pattern for the story . of: the 
Wars of the Roses.

He. was 
being held in the heavily guarded 
police fortress of Bet Dagon. 

He is one of the 14 people on. trial 
at Sarafand Military Camp on the charge 
of being members of an underground 
terrorist Seven of them. 
including Behar, who are. accused of 
leading. the group,. have refused to 
recognise the military court’s jurisdiction.

would make religious: women: serve in 
Orthodox ma‘abarot, Orthodox collective 
settlements, and hospitals. 

The debate was frequently. interrupted, 
and there were noisy scenes when Rabbi 
Lewin proclaimed: ** When our girls go 
to: the: Army they. never. come back the 
same,” 

There was uproar. too, when. Professor 
Dinur, the Mapai Minister of’ Education, 
described the AgudistS as “the enemies 
of Zion... The Speaker had the greatest 
difficulty ‘in restoring order. 

Winding up the debate, Mrs. Meyerson 
referred to the State’s manpower prob- 
lem and emphasised the need of con- 
scripung Orthodox women for national 
service, The present activities of. reli- 
gious groups, she added. *‘ might. bring 
tragedy to the State.””. Their opposition 
to the Bill was ‘a disgrace which casts 
a shadow on the thousands of men and 
women who gave their lives for the young 
State.” 

Although the Coalition parties had been 
instructed by the Government to vote for 
the Bill, Mizrachi Deputies abstained. 
while members of Hapoel. Hamizrachi 
refused to take any part in. the voting 
procedure. 

While the Knesset debated the measure. 
10,000: rehgtous Jews, old and voung. and 
dressed in traditional garb. gathered out- 
side the Beth Hornstein. in the heart. of 
the Orthodox quarter of Jerusalem. 
Prayers. recited. by leading rabbis were 
relayed by loudspeakers throughout. the 
area. To the sound of shofarot and. the 
recitation of psalms, the demonstrators. 
headed by a convoy of 15 taxis carrying 
rabbis from many communities. including 
Rabbi Frank, head of the Beth Din Torah 
in Jerusalem, moved through the streets 
of the city. 


Knesset Cordoned Off 


Over a thousand steel-helmeted police 
carrying gas-masks patrolled the streets 
and cordoned off all roads leading to the 
Knesset: buildings as the demonstrators 
marched along the approved route. The 
police. were under the supervision of the 
Premier's «son, Mr. Amos Ben-Gurion. 
Assistant. Inspector-General of Police. 
The few clashes that occurred were not 
with demonstrators, but between’ unruly 
spectators and the police. ambulances 
being called to take away about twenty 
people injured during the incidents or 
overcome by the intense heat. 

According to senior police _ officials, 
young members of. Mapam concentrated 
on the outskirts of Jerusalem early yester- 
day to *‘ do battle’ with the demonstra- 


tors, but they were dispersed by the 
police. The persons responsible for 
arranging the demonstration had 


requested police protection. 

Over 5.000 people participated in a 
demonstration against the Bill in Tel Aviv 
on Sunday. Rabbis addressed meetings 
outside the Great Synagogue before the 
demonstrators marched through the 
streets of the city. They were headed by 


“Chazon Ish” (Rabbi Karelitz). and 
carried huge banners reading “ Ben- 
Gurion change vour mind—otherwise 


you will go down in history as an enemy 
of religion.”
